Mud-s linging 
The term, “mu d-slinging" is with

modern hearing 
aids. 
Principle of Hearing Aids 
The cu pped hand was the first 
hearing aid. and was the 
principle 
of most hearing aids, su ch as the 
ear tru mpet, u ntil very recently 
when the enormou s improvement 
of the modern electric hearing aid 
replaced nearly every other kind. 
Essentially 
the electric hearing 
aid transmits sou nd waves into 
electric energy by the 
transmitter, 
and then reconverts 
the electro 
energy into 
sou nd energy by the 
receiver which is placed over the 
bone so that bone condu ction can 
be u tilized. 
Air condu ction receivers can be 
u sed abo for those who do better 
with air than bone condu ction. 
There is a third part of the ap­ 
paratu s which is the amplifier, 
which increases or regu lates the 
amou nt of the type electric energy 
which will produ ce sou nd at the 
expense of a battery.

I say many d( afened people for­ 
get that becau se they are so often 
ashamed or embarrassed by hav-

folds and all this and that when 
as a matter of fact one of the 
greatest helps they cou ld have 
wou ld be to make it as conspicu - 
I ou s as the old man’s cu pped hand. 
I Then people wou ld talk a t them 
, instead of away from them and 
also pitch the voice so it cou ld be 
I heard better. 
Most deafened people can hear 
a high pitched voice beater than 
a low tone. One of the things that 
I su rprise parents abou t children 
who are fou nd to be partially deaf 
only when they first enter school 
is that they never su specte i the 
child was deaf becau se it wou ld 
sit and listen endlessly to the 
radio. The high pitched radio is 
the only sort of sou nd these people 
can hear. 
This psychology of the deaf is 
one of the hardest handicaps in 
helping them. There is something 
abou t the situ ation that makes 
them resentfu l and shy. A deaf 
person is always more u nhappy 
than a blind person, as any ear 
doctor can tell you . People with 
partial visu al defects are prou d 
of 
all their little gadgets —lorgnona 
and gold glasses cases, and some 
Eu ropeans 
even 
like 
to 
make 
themselves conspicu ou s with mon­ 
ocles. 
Even with all the trou bles of 
being deaf there occu rs to rn* 
every now and then one of the 
t h r e e i m p r o ve m e nt s my old 
friend, Dr. Adrian Gibbs, wou ld 
make on Natu re—that we cou ld 
shu t ou r ears sometimes as we do 
ou r eyes.
